President  and  Members: 


Bank  of  America  would  like  to  reproduce  and  otherwise  use  for  its  purpose 
reproductions  of  the  fresco  mural  by  Diego  Rivera  entitled  "Pan-American  Unity."  The 
Bank  plans  to  use  the  reproductions  as  gifts,  as  advertising  or  promotional  material ,  and 
as  part  of  a  Hispanic  Heritage  check  series,  "Vidas  en  Arte,"  to  publicize  the  contributions 
of  Latino  artists. 

The  plan  includes  a  public  relations  campaign  which  will  include  coordina- 
ting with  all  major  daily  newspapers  and  other  media  throughout  California,  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  Texas,  Oregon,  and  Washington.  The  check  series  will  print  "City  College  of  San 
Francisco"  at  the  bottom  of  each  check  in  the  right-hand  corner.  The  Hispanic  Heritage 
check  series,  in  addition,  will  coincide  with  Cinco  de  Mayo  celebrations  in  the  various 
states. 

The  Bank  will  pay  $1,000  per  panel  or  $3,000  for  the  two-year  license 
agreement  for  the  reproductions.  The  Bank  would  also  like  the  opportunity  to  extend  the 
license  if  the  check  series  are  popular. 

Although  the  Retail  Marketing  Division  doesn't  handle  requests  for 
donations,  the  Division  has  already  made  contact  with  the  Foundation  Department,  Bank 
of  America,  to  request  ftinds,  approximately  $10,000,  to  help  maintain  or  restore 
the  Diego  Rivera  murals.  There  is  a  good  chance  that  the  College  will  be  given  the 
donation. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  SFCCD  contracts  with  Bank  of  America  to  allow 

Bank  of  America  to  have  a  two-year  license  to  reproduce 
three-panel  reproductions  of  the  fresco  mural  by  Diego  Rivera  entitled

promotional  material,  and  Hispanic  Heritage  check  series.

Administration  and  Finance  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  such 
agreements  on  behalf  of  SFCCD  and  to  prepare  reports  which  may  be 
required  by  Bank  of  America.

c)  The  item  was  posted  72  hours  in  advance  of  a  prior  meeting  of  the  Board 
occurring  not  more  than  five  calendar  days  prior  to  the  date  action  is 
taken  on  the  item,  and  at  the  prior  meeting  the  item  was  continued  to  the 
meeting  at  which  action  is  being  taken.

At  the  July  28,  1994  Board  of  Trustees  meeting, 
Resolution  No.  940728-B19  was  passed  authorizing  the  application 
and  appropriation  of  funds  from  the  California  Department  of 
Education  under  the  Adult  Basic  Education  Act,  PL  100-297,  Section 
321.  The  supplemental  funds  were  provided  to  alleviate  barriers 
that  may  prevent  adult  students  from  attending  classes.  Program 
activities  included  pre-post  testing,  curriculum  development,  staff 
training,  equipment  and  materials  purchase,  and  project 
coordination.  All  expenditures  support  non-credit  English-as -a- 
Second  Language,  Adult  Basic  Education,  and  Vocational  ESL  courses. 

Recently,  additional  funds  totaling  $135,000  have  been 
allocated  specifically  to  support  ESL  Citizenship  classes. 
Activities  include  pre-post  testing,  completion  of  citizenship 
applications,  student  attendance  reporting, .  curriculum  and  test 
development,  expansion  of  classes,  purchasing  of  materials  and 
supplies,  and  hiring  of  classroom  aides.

For  the  past  four  years,  the  California  Community  Colleges 
have  not  had  a  sufficient  operating  budget  to  address  the 
educational  needs  of  all  the  eligible  students  requesting 
admission.   For  the  first  time  in  history,  the  California 
Community  Colleges  are  constrained  to  consider  statewide 
guidelines  on  registration  priorities  for  students  enrolling  in 
credit  courses. 

In  July  1992,  the  State  Chancellor  formed  a  task  force  to 
draft  a  framework  for  policies  and  procedures  on  registration 
priorities.   The  task  force  was  composed  of  three  trustees,  three 
CEO's,  three  faculty,  and  three  student  representatives.   In 
addition,  the  Chancellor's  Office  Research  and  Analysis  unit 
conducted  a  survey  to  determine  what  the  current  practices  are  at 
the  campus  sites. 

Based  on  the  Systemwide  Guidelines  for  Registration 
Priorities  developed  by  the  California  Community  Colleges  Board 
of  Governors,  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Registration/ 
Enrollment  Subcommittee  developed  a  set  of  registration  priories 
that  meet  the  needs  of  our  students  and  maximize  access  to 
classes  for  students  who  are  succeeding.   Their  recommendations 
were  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Academic  Policies  committee  and 
the  Academic  Senate.

For  the  past  several  years,  the  District  has  enrolled 
high  school  students,  primarily  from  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  into  courses  which  they  can  receive  either 
college  and  high  school  credits.   Recent  legislation  now  permit 
students  to  concurrently  earn  both  college  and  high  school 
credits  for  the  same  courses  as  specified  in  the  California 
Education  Code,  Sections  48800,  76001  and  72252.   However,  high 
school  students  have  low  priority  enrollment  and  are  only 
admitted  on  a  space-available  basis.   Moreover,  they  are 
restricted  to  courses  approved  by  the  department  chairpersons . 

The  program  benefits  the  District  in  several  ways:   1.) 
Encourages  SFUSD  students  to  attend  CCSF;  2.)  Fills  afternoon  and 
evening  classes  that  have  been  traditionally  low  in  enrollment; 
and  3 . )  Provides  high  school  students  with  an  opportunity  to 
experience  the  academic  rigor  of  college-level  courses. 

The  waiver  of  admission  and  health  fees  has  been  an 
informal  practice  by  the  District.

Based  on  the  mfonnation  presented  to  the  Bookstore  Commiiicc  of  ihe  Board  of  Tnjstees  ("the 
Board  Committee")  and  on  ihc  hisioiy  of  the  Bookstore,  the  Board  Committee  has  concluded  that 
ownership  of  the  Bookstore  (which  includes  Phelan  as  well  as  any  other  bookstores  on  other 
campuses)  vests  m  the  District.  We  will  discuss  this  issue  in  more  detail  at  the  April  Board  of 
Trustees'  meeting. 

Onerations 

This  Board  Committee  is  recommending  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  a  newly  formed  conimittce 
( the  "Operations  Committee")  be  established  to  oversee  the  Bookstore.  The  Operaiions 
Committee  would  hire  the  manager  and  would  establish  and  oversee  all  operations,  planning  and 
policy  procedures.  The  Operations  Committee  would  be  composed  as  follows:

Currently,  other  than  Phelan,  only  John  Adams  and  Downtown  have  a  bookstore.  If  bookstore 
branches  are  opened  at  other  campuses,  then  they  would  also  be  entitled  to  a  student 
representative  on  the  Operaiions  Commiitcc.  Based  on  this  structure,  the  students  will  always 
have  a  majority. 

The  Operations  Committee  would  report  directly  to  the  Chief  Operating  OfBcer.  Notice  of  all 
action  taken  by  the  Operations  Committee  would  have  to  first  be  sent  to  the  COO.  before  it 
could  be  implemented.  The  C.O.O.  could  veto  any  action  within  seven  business  days  of  being 
notified.  The  Operations  Committee  would  then  have  anotlier  seven  business  days  from  the  time 
of  the  C.O.O.  's  veto  to  reaffirm  its  original  actions  by  a  simple  majority.  If  it  so  rcaHirms,  the 
issue  would  go  to  the  Board  of  Trusses  for  final  resolution  within  thirty  days  of  a  request  for  a 
hearing  by  cither  the  Operations  ComraUtec  or  the  C.0.0. 

We  will  also  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  they  direct  the  Operations  Committee  to 
consider  as  its  first  order  of  business:  1)  the  need  for  a  new  bookstore  and  2)  the  implementation 
of  a  program  to  reduce  book  costs  to  those  students  in  need,  cither  through  lowering  prices,  a 
book  loan  program,  a  used  book  program  or  a  combination  of  all  of  these. 

This  Conunittce  will  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  ihai  this  structure  ,  if  implemented , 
be  reviewed  at  the  end  of  one  vear. 
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in  SZ.5  Million 


The  Board  Committee  has  decided  to  recommend  thai  an  opinion  of  independent  outside  coimsci 
be  obtained  with  respect  to  the  appropriation  of  the  $2.5  Million.  While  this  Committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  momes  were  properly  appropriated  and  used,  we  arc  also  sensitive  to  the  concern 
of  many  wiih  respect  to  the  process.  Because  of  the  questions  surrounding  this  issue,  we  have 
decided  that  pending  ihe  receipt  of  an  outside  legal  opinion,  we  will  make  no  recommendations 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  respect  to  this  issue  at  this  time. 


IV  Audit 


The  Board  Committee  is  recommending  to  ihe  Board  of  Trustees  that  an  audit  of  ihe  Bookstore 
be  performed  as  soon  as  possible  by  Deioitte  &  Touche. 


The  Coraminee  will  make  these  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  April  meeting.

Without  considering  maintenance  costs,  our  expenditures  for  gas, 
electric,  and  water  (and  sewer)  during  1993-94  were  $980,130.  In  1992-93,  the 
expenditures  were  $901,027.

Resolution  Number  931216 -B4  authorized  the 
District  to  enter  into  contract  with  Advanced  Vending  Systems  (AVS)  to  provide 
pay-for-use  photocopiers  and  laser  printers.  The  agreement,  signed  December  27, 
1993,  is  in  effect  until  December  31,  1996,  with  two  optional  one  year 
extensions. 

The  new  Library  and  Learning  Resource  Center  (LLRC) ,  having  more 
floors  and  more  shelf  space,  will  require  more  copiers  than  are  currently 
provided  by  the  existing  agreement .  In  addition  to  having  at  least  one  copier 
near  the  shelves  on  each  floor,  students  will  also  require  copy  machines  in  the 
reserved  book  room  and  the  periodical  room.  Furthermore,  staff  who  make  copies 
for  student  use,  for  example  printed  material  to  be  put  on  reserve,  will  also 
need  machines  in  their  work  areas.  Furthermore,  the  new  Library,  due  to  budget 
constraints,  must  obtain  this  additional  equipment  at  lowest  overall  cost. 

This  amendment  to  the  existing  agreement  will  add  four  new  pay-for- 
use  model  SF-2022  photocopiers,  operating  by  coin  or  debit  card  at  $.10  per  copy. 
Supplies  and  paper  for  these  machines  are  included  at  no  charge,  up  to  5000  per 
month  per  copier.  Copies  over  5000  will  be  billed  at  $.05.  Three  new  model  2035 
copiers  with  document  handling  features  will  be  provided  for  staff  use  at  no  cost 
up  to  a  maximum  of  20,000  copies  per  month  each,  and  after  that  at  $.05  per  copy. 
Revenue  from  the  additional  four  coin-op  copiers  will  offset  the  costs  for  these 
three  machines.  One  additional  Minolta  605  microform  reader /printer  for  student 
use  will  be  provided  at  no  cost. 

For  use  in  the  Library's  copy  center,  the  vendor  will  provide  a  high 
volume  copier,  model  SD-3062,  at  $.0428  per  copy,  for  a  minimum  of  20,000  copies, 
including  all  supplies  except  paper.  To  include  paper,  the  cost  increases  by 
$.008.  Increased  monthly  minimums  would  produce  a  decrease  in  per-copy  cost,  and 
can  be  renegotiated  after  six  months. 

An  AVS  employee  on  site,  five  days  a  week,  with  some  weekends  and 
evenings  by  arrangement,  will  not  only  free  library  staff  from  machine 
maintenance  chores,  it  will  also  increase  machine  availability  and  reliability 
and  therefore  reduce  customer  frustration  and  inconvenience. 

This  amendment  to  the  agreement  in  no  way  affects  or  alters  the 
agreement  for  the  existing  pay-for-use  copiers  on  whose  revenue  commission  is  now 
paid  to  the  Associated  Students .  If  LLRC  wishes  to  increase  the  number  of  new 
computer  printers  to  serve  student  needs,  these  can  be  added  as  needed.  PC-based 
Hewlett  Packard  540  ink-jet  printers  or  equivalent  with  debit  card  readers  at 
$.15  per  copy  can  be  provided  to  interface  with  the  library  network.

The  San  Francisco  Assessment  Center  (SFAC)  was 
established  in  1992  through  a  subcontract  with  the  Private 
Industry  Council  of  San  Francisco  (PIC) .  The  funding  comes  from 
the  Department  of  Labor's  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA) 
Title  II-A  and  II-C  (8%)  through  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  to 
the  PIC.   PIC  subcontracted  with  SFAC  for  three  years  to  provide 
career  and  vocational  assessments  to  JTPA  II-A/C  eligible 
referrals  and  other  eligible  low-income  individuals. 

This  resolution  wishes  to  accomplish  the  following  four 
objectives  1)  to  change  the  previous  Board  approved  contract 
starting,  and  ending  dates  for  year  second  and  year  third,  (2)  to 
change  the   contracts  amount  for  year  two  and  year  three  3)  to 
appropriate  funds  for  these  two  years  (4)   to  revise  indirect 
cost  rate  from  34.5%  to  a  new  rate  of  27% 

The  first  three  objectives  will  be  accomplished  when 
the  Board  rescinds  Board  Resolutions  No . 931216-B2 ,  940623-B7, 
940623-B8,  and  940728-B23.   The  fourth  objective  relates  to  the 
one  to  one  in-kind  match  required  for  this  grant.   SFAC,  in 
cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
Department  of  Social  Services,  Employment  Development  Department, 
Department  of  Rehabilitation  and  PIC  provide  the  one  to  one  in- 
kind  matching.  CCSF's  in-kind  match  for  this  grant  is  non-cash 
and  calculated  on  the  difference  between  the  indirect  cost  rate 
of  27%  and  the  claimed  indirect  cost  rate  of  8%.

During  mid  February  of  1995,  a  copy  of  a  letter  written 
to  David  Sterling  of  the  State  Attorney  General's  Office  from  the 
law  firm  of  Zumbrum,  Brown  &  Findley  (ZBF) ,  written  on  behalf  of 
individuals  making  the  allegations  on  the  $14  million  was 
received  from  Chancellor's  Office  of  the  California  Community 
Colleges.

In  the  93-94  through  95-96  fiscal  years,  $475,000  (total  funds  for 
project)  is  budgeted  for  the  creation  of  two  new  Physics  teaching  labs  and  one  Earth 
Sciences  classroom  in  Science  Hall  on  the  Phelan  Campus.  Resolution  8940324-81 3, 
authorized  the  District  to  go  to  bid  after  the  completion  of  Working  Drawings  prepared 
by  staff.

The  State  Building  Code  requires  School  Building  construction  and 
remodeling  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Office  of  Regulation  Services  (ORS)  under 
the  Division  of  the  State  Architect.  Under  this  system,  the  District  must  hire  an 
Inspector  of  Record  who  reports  to  the  Architect,  following  procedures  and 
requirements  of  ORS. 

Facilities  Planning  staff  has  discussed  the  project  with  three  entities 
capable  of  providing  such  inspection  services  and  two  of  them  were  able  to  discuss 
terms.  The  Bureau  of  Construction  Management  of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Works  declined.  The  rate  quoted  by  Cox  and  Associates  was  $50  per  hour  and 
full  eight-hour  days  were  recommended.  Mr.  Osterberg's  rate  is  $35  per  hour  and  two- 
to-four  hour  days  were  recommended.  Mr.  Osterberg  is  the  current  Inspector  of  Record 
on  the  Library  Project  and  is,  therefore,  already  on  site.  By  splitting  his  time  between 
the  two  jobs,  the  inspection  cost  of  each  job  will  be  reduced.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4  (Gann 
Initiative),  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to  place  various  appropriation 
limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann 
Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the  appropriations 
limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  population.    For  a  community  college 
district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income 
and  change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  FTES. 

During  the  1 989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of  refinements  were  enacted  to 
implement  Proposition  98  to  include  special  purpose  apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to 
exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after  November  6,  1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution, 
establish  its  appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary  determinations  for  the 
following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or 
noticed  special  meeting.    Fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting  documentation  used  in 
the  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit  and  other  necessary  determinations 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.    The  determinations  made  pursuant  to  this  section 
are  legislative  acts.    Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  for  the 
1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced  within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which  added  this  section  to  the 
Government  Code,  whichever  date  is  later.    For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each 
fiscal  year  thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attack,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  commenced  within  45  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  resolution.    All  courts 
wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be  hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower  court,  shall  give  such  actions 
preference  over  all  other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of  setting  the  same  for 
hearing  or  trial  and  in  hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions  shall  be 
quickly  heard  and  determined". 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum  dated  May  17,  1995  that 
the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the  applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the 
1995-96  appropriation  limit  is:    California  per  capita  personal  income:  3.36%. 
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Since  June  12,  1992,  a  fifteen  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the  derivation  of  the 
appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget 
Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910.

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  must  enact  a  formal  resolution 
adopting  tentative  budgets  for  the  General  Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted),  Cafeteria  Fund, 
Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  to  allow  expenditures  to  continue 
after  July  1,  1995,  the  start  of  the  new  fiscal  year.  The  resolution  will  allow  the  Controller  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid 
during  the  period  between  July  1,  1995  and  the  date  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

Upon  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  tentative  budgets  will  be 
entered  into  the  accounting  records  of  both  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 
the  City's  Controller.  When  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopts  the  final  budget  for  fiscal  year  1995-96, 
the  accounting  records  will  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

Projected  expenditures  in  the  1995-96  Tentative  Budget  are  established  on  the 
1994-95  Modified  Budget  as  established  in  March  1995.  Estimated  increases  for  salary 
increments  and  rate  changes  have  also  been  included,  and  will  be  refined  when  the  final  budget  is 
proposed.  Total  expenditures  in  the  1995-96  Tentative  Budget  for  the  General  Fund, 
Unrestricted  amount  to  $109,335,341.  This  figure  is  approximately  $8,565,688  below  the  Gann 
Limit  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 

The  1995-96  Tentative  Budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Restricted  is  based  on  the 
1994-95  modified  budget  with  adjustments  for  estimated  increases  in  salaries  and  fringe  benefits.

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  ensure  that  all  students  can  pursue 
their  educational  goals  at  the  lowest  possible  cost;  and, 

Whereas,  the  cost  of  books  and  other  related  materials  that  are  required  for 
classes  can  be  significant, 


THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  directs  the  General 

Manager  of  the  City  College  Bookstore  to  set  prices  for  all  books  that  are 
required  for  classes  for  the  Fall  1995  semester  at  a  level  that  covers  total 
cost  and  does  not  generate  any  profit. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  review  and  evaluate 
the  effects  of  this  pricing  policy  during  October  1995  to  determine 
whether  it  should  be  continued  or  modified
